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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -25 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sheffield, U.S. Patent No. 6,603,966 in view of Cook et al (Cook), U.S. Patent No. 
6,005,884. 

Regarding claim 1, Sheffield discloses a system for providing high speed 
wireless data exchange, comprising: a cellular network comprising a plurality of base 
stations for communicating with a wireless transmit/receive unit (WTRU) (col. 3, lines 
35-44); a device locator for determining the location of the WTRU (col. 4, lines 55-59); 
and at least one data pump, which supports high speed connection for wirelessly 
transferring information between said WTRU and said cellular network (col. 4, line 60- 
col. 5, line 8); and whereby said connection is automatically established when said 
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WTRU is within a certain range of said data pump (col. 3, lines 35-49, col. 4, line 55-col. 
5, line 15). 

Sheffield, however, fails to disclose wherein the data pump is provided as a 
separate unit from the base station. 

In a similar field of endeavor, Cook discloses a distributed architecture for a 
wireless data communications system. Cook further discloses a data pump (i.e., 
repeater 18) which is located separately from a base station. The data pump is used to 
provide communication between a mobile unit and a base station (col. 9, lines 3-17). 

At the time of invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill 
in the art to modify Sheffield with the teachings of Cook for the purpose of increasing 
the communication area. 

Regarding claim 2, the combination of Sheffield and Cook discloses the system 
of claim 1 , wherein the device locator includes a GPS receiver operatively associated 
with the WTRU (Sheffield, col. 5, lines 42-56). 

4. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sheffield, 
Cook and further in view of Bi et al (Bi), U.S. Patent No. 5,970,414. 

Regarding claim 3, the combination of Sheffield and Cook discloses the system 
of claim 1 as described above. The combination, however, fails to disclose wherein the 
device locator receives triangulation data from the base stations, and resolves the 
triangulation data to determine a location of the WTRU. 
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In a similar field of endeavor, Bi discloses a method for estimating a mobile 
telephone's location. Bi further discloses wherein a mobile device is located by using 
triangulation techniques (col. 1, lines 7-33). 

At the time of invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill 
in the art to modify the combination of Sheffield and Cook with the teachings of Bi for 
the purpose of accurately locating a mobile unit. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 4-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 8-25 are allowed.
